CLASS  HISTORY 


The  sophomore  year  was  a  startling  change  for 
the  Class  of  I960.  We  were  the  first  class  that  did  not 
attend  Punchard  High  School;  and  we  entered  An- 
dover  High  School  doubly  confused  —  first  as  soph- 
omores, and  second  as  new  students  in  a  strange 
school.  Perhaps  we  were  fortunate;  for,  since  our 
upperclassmen  were  just  as  bewildered  as  we  were, 
there  was  less  of  the  traditional  sophomore  teasing. 

Led  by  our  class  officers  Jack  Van  Nest,  president; 
Dick  Workman,  vice  president;  Judy  Karlis,  secre- 
tary; Lynn  Johnson,  treasurer;  Meredy  Manning,  so- 
cial committee  chairman;  we  proved  to  AHS  that  we 
were  both  a  versatile  and  hardworking  class.  During 
the  sophomore  year,  we  sponsored  a  class  dance 
which  was  the  biggest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
The  dance  greatly  increased  the  treasury,  because  of 
the  new  policy:  each  sophomore  had  to  pay  admis- 
sion, whether  or  not  he  attended  the  dance.

ory for  the  Class  of  I960.  Highlights  of  the  evening 
were  the  almost  successful  dry  ice  fountain;  the  elec- 
tion of  Janet  Lord,  queen  of  the  prom;  and  the  after 
prom  entertainment  at  the  Hillview  Country  Club. 
Certainly,  the  wonderful  time  that  everyone  had  at 
the  prom  fully  rewarded  the  assiduous  committees. 

In  our  junior  year,  the  National  Honor  Society 
inducted  a  larger  number  of  junior  members  than 
ever  before.  We  had  many  classmates  who  achieved 


success  in  various  fields:  Al  Carlson  became  the 
Greater  Lawrence  Wrestling  Champion;  Doug  Rob- 
ertson was  the  winner  of  the  Safe  Driving  Rodeo; 
Fred  Allen  became  Mr.  Touchdown;  Norma  Jean

The  senior  production,  with  Bob  Twigg  as  chair- 
man, was  also  a  success.

One  of  the  attractions 
of  this  theme  was  that  the  entire  cast  was  on  stage 
during  the  production,  which  made  it  as  enjoyable 
for  the  cast  as  it  was  for  the  audience. 

The  senior  year,  full  of  activity,  flew  by  quickly.
